miles," he said. "If wo were sudden- 
ly put to the problem of moving 'an 
army of COO,000 from one coast to an- 
other, or to assemble so large a body 
of muii as that in any relatively small 
place, the question of capacity of i>e 
tracks, the capacity of the side-tracks 
and terminals, and the capacity of cars 
and the amount of power necessary, 
the way in which everything would be 
assembled and the effect on the coun- 
try of the sudden mobilization of so 
largo ii part of the rolling stock of 
the railroads in this unaccustomed use 
•—the jamming that would occur—are 
all problems of high strategy. 


"I have a feeling that in some parts 


of the country very much enlarged 
terminal facilities ought to be carried 
out, larger than the present commer- 
cial and industrial needs, with an eye 
to their future use In an emergency."

WITHOUT 


WARNING A.\D WILLIAM

BOSTON, March 2.—William Jack- 


son o£ New York, an American sailor 
on the British bark Galgorm 
Castle, 
was killed 
when

shelled without warning and sunk off 
the west coast of Ireland by a German 
submarine Tuesday evening, according 
to reports received last nlnht 
from 


Cork, Ire. David Walker of Baltimore, 
cook, IE reported missing with 
other 


members of the crew. 
Among the survivors 
were 
Harry 


Richardson of this 
city and 
Harry 
Meret or Msrritt of Beaver. Falls, Pa., 
members of the crew. They were 13 
hours in a leaky boat before they were 
picked up by a patrol. There were 12 
men in another boat which is missing. 


The submarine began firing on the 
bark at a range of two miles and con- 
tinued firing as she drew near the ves- 
sel. Mrs. Frampton, wife of the cap- 
tain, who was on the ship, said on ar- 
rival at Cork that 
the 
submarine 


shelled the ship while the crew was 
taking to the boats. 
"The vessel was hit several times, 


she said "and one shot passed through 
both sides of the vessel. 
It was dusk 
when the submarine drew 
alongside 


the Galgorm Castle. 
Though she was 


badly damaged we did 
not see her 


sink. Fourteen of us were 13 hours in 
an open boat before we were rescued. 
We had nothing to eat 
but 
biscuits 


which were soaked with kerosene. The 
rudder was lost and the boat leaked 
badly keeping three men always bail- 
Ing-. 
The weather was bad and the 
sea high. We lost sight of the other 
boat during the night and it is feared 
it was swamped." The Galgorm Castle 
was 1596 tons. 
Other boats reported sunk by the 


Germans yesterday were the Marie Jo- 
seph, French schooner of Fecamp, of 
192 tons. She was 
sunk 
Wednesday. 


Paris also reported the sinking of the 
Clan Farnuhar, a British steamer of 
5S53 tons, on Monday. The Sjostad, 
Norwegian steamer of 1155 tons, was 
sunk Wednesday.

The new llfesavlns boat, recently 01- 


dere4 by the waterways commission, 
arrived yesterday and is now at the j 
police garage. The boat is carried, on i 
* rubber-tired trailer and all automo- j 
bilee »n,d wagons of the police depart-' 
ment will have an attachment at one 


nnd by which the trailer niay'be drawn 
through the streets. 


As immediate action for the? recov- 


ery of the body is of importance, the 
boat has been equipped with all neces- 
tary paraphnrnalia. 
The wheels of the trailer are rubber- 


tired. The boat is made to run•oivlron 
rollers attached i'j (he trailer ,and, by 
pressing a lever, the boat is instantly 
released so that it can be pushed into 
the water. 
Both boat and trailer are 


lettered "City of Lowell." The equip- 
ment consists of two sets of oars, ropes 
of different sizes, grappling irons, poles 
15 feet in length and extensions so that 


these poles may be used in 40 feet of 
water If necessary. 
Four hookt) arc 


fastened to the end of each pole, anJ 
there are iron poles and extensions as 
well as wooden ones, the former to be 
used in'deep water, especially where 
there is a rapid current. A waterecope 
is carried In< the boat to be used in lo- 
cating bodies. 
This scope has three 


powerful electric lamps attached to the 
bottom and connected with batteries in 
the boat. The instrument is to be put 
Into use when the water is of consid- 
erable depth and where the location of 
the person fall!ng%in may be unknown. 
Rubber blankets, a heavy woolen blan- 


Itct and two nu-Ul hot water bottles 
am also included In 
the 
equipment

The American manufacturer of dyestuffs complains bitterly of un- 


fair treatment by the government in the lack of an adequate tariff.

ducing good results. It is very important that every article needed in 
this industry should be amply protected, not for the beneBt of any special 
interest, but for that of the American people who have to depend to a

matter of dyes. With the fostering care of the government, this enviable 
condition can be attained in a few years so that not only the domestic 
but much, of the foreign trade can be supplied from American factories.

It is announced that England 1- to i the. president uses in his request to 


use American tractors to plow up waste 
land to be put under tillage the coming 
season with a view to increasing the 
production of food and thus staving off 
the starvation threatened by the sub- 
marines. 


That may prevent famine, but it will 


not defeat the submersibles. Already, 
•we presume, some definite plans have 
been adopted to check the success of

The very fact that England takes 


steps to cultivate every square yard of 
available land, even to the extent of 
plowing up the public parks, tends to 
show a lack of confidence in the meth- 
ods of fighting the submersibles. 


Although a small country in propor- 


tion to population, it would be miracu- 
lous if England should become 
self - 


supporting through cultivation of the 
soil. 


The plan is to secure 2000 American 


tractor plows to be equipped with 
searchlights so that they can be used 
at night as well as in the day time. 


These would be in the service of the 


government or the director-general of 
food production. 


The tractor plows are to be kept at 


work 24 hours a day whereas the la- 
borers can work but eight hours a day. 
The time for securing these tractor 
•plows is very short if, as is proposed, 
they are to be used in the planting 
of the next .season's crops. They should 
be ready for use in England 
before 


March 17 to be of much service; but it 
is not probable that they can be ob- 
tained even in April. If this plan of 
production is to be successful the land 
should be plowed as soon as the frost 
;s out of" the ground; which is usually 
in the. latter, part of March. The plow- 
ing is not in all cases the most im- 
portant "p'art"of "the work.

The High School Proposition 


Just why any. commissioner should 


believe that the new high school is go- 
iii£ to cost SI,600,000 is not 'clear to

council at no time have the municipal 
council of 1916, the school committee 
or the advisory board ever agreed to 
pay so Inuch money for the new build- 
ing, nor have they ever considered any 
contracts which showed any iadicatioi 
of such an expenditure.

prepared by the architect and were 
presented to the municipal council, ad- 
visory board and the school committee 
and the school committee said: "Heru 
is what we would like to have," but as 
yet nobody has said that they can have 
them. The plans were drawn and thei 
the proposition was to get figures on 
those plans and after receiving the fig- 
ures to decide whether or not the city 
could afford to follow out the original 
plans, and if it were found that tlic 
cost of the original plans were too 
S'reat for the city's financial capacity 
then the plans would be changed. But 
as yet no figures have been submittec 
en those plans and yet a member of 
this year's government, who was not 
in office last year, persists in the state- 
ment that the building is to cost be- 
tween $1,300,000 and 51,600,000, 
based, 


it is presumed, on the figures of some 
city hall clerk or some outsider who 
probably knows less about the proposi- 
tion than he does. 


The mere fact that a certain amount 


of steel has been purchased does not 
mean that the city is committed to the 
original plans. That 
steel was 
pur- 


chased last year for the 
purpose of 


i-avine the city a large sum of money 
on the purchase of stee. and the steel 
nowiJyinR In Kirk street can be sold 
tomorrow by the city for much more 
money than the city paid for it. and 
it can be used on tho new building rc- 
ijardless of what 
kind of plans are 


linally accepted. This talk of the city 
being- committed to the construction of 
a building that will cost over one mil- 
lion and a half is entirely without 
ioundation, and causes much amuse- 
ment for those, who are familiar with 
the high school situation.

commission in Boston requesting- that 
the registrar be not withdrawn. 


Registrar Reynolds haa not heard 


from the commission since the munici- 
pal council refused the 
appropriation 
for his position, but he states that in 
the event of the office being closed and 
the. service being withdrawn a public 
announcement of 
the 
fact 
will be 


made. The system was adopted origi- 
nally by the voters at large by means 
of the referendum, after public dis- 
cussions pro and con. 
After it had 


been put into operation th( men who 
were employed under it were loud in 
their praises of the system as it pro- 
tected them from the whims of politi- 
cal bosses. Union men everywhere en- 
dorse the system for city laborers, and 
hence the surprise when the triumvi- 
vate voted against the apnropriation 
for the 
registrar 
which 
practically 
means voting against the continuance 
of the system. The throe municipal un- 
ions protested against this action in a 
communication to the municipal coun- 
cil but the protest apparently has had 
no 
effect. 
It 
is 
reported 
that 
the 
municipal unions 
would s'lad- 
ly supply the amount of the 
appro- 


priation which the municipal council 
has denied the registrar in order that 
the system may be continued, and it 
is understood that their representa- 
tives will take up the matter with the 
civil service commission in the imme- 
diate future. Meanwhile Mr. P. 3. Rey- 
nolds, the efficient and courteous re£- 
strar. has been performing the duties 
of the office regardless of the action 
of the majority of the municipal coun- 
cil. 
He has worked faithfully since 
taking the position, at a meagre sal- 
ary and has developed the position. It 
is understood that the majority of the 
municipal council, I say the majority, 
advisedly, because the mayor and Com- 
missioner Donnelly voted for the reg- 
istrar's appropriation, have no fault to 
lind with Mr. Reynolds or 
his work 


but object to the system itself. 
One 


thing- about this civil service 
system 
is that it prevents a newcomer in of- 
tice from paying off his political debts 
by a wholesale discharge of help to 
make room for political friends. With 
some this may be considered 
as a 


"fault" of the system but with the 
employes themselves it is a 
strong 


point akin to a blessing. 
Under the 


system all laborers and craftsmen are 
registered and given a number. 
As 


the commissioner needs help he malces 
requisition upon the registrar and he 
sends him a list equal to twice the 
iium"ber of men that he wishes to em- 
ploy from which he takes his choice. 
iVo man employed can be 
discharged 


except the procedure provided under 
the civil service laws is carried out. 
Periodically, a representative of the 
civil service commission comes to town 
and inspects the city pay rolls. If he 
finds any names on the pay rolls that 
are not on the civil service lists, the 
commissioner employing sucli parties 
is notified to discharge them and if he 
fails to do so within a certain length 
of time, he is liable to prosecution by 
the civil service commissioners. 
Re- 


cently, one of the commissioners was 
given until a certain date to get rid 
of a number of employes who were 
not on the lists and he obeyed the 
mandate of the state authorities and 
discharged the men mentioned. Once a 
laboring man gets a job under the civ- 
il service he is sure of holding it as 
long as he performs his work faith- 
fully and while there is any work, re- 
gar'dless of what changes the different 
city elections may bring about. 
Be- 


fore the coming: of the civil 
service, 


laborers depended exclusively upon the 
friendship of 
the 
commissioner in 
power for their livelihood.

BOSTON, .March 
2.—William Jack- 


son of New York, an American sailor 
on the British bark Galgorm Castle, 
was killed 
when that 
vessel 
was 


shelled without warning and sunk off 
the west coast of Ireland by a German 
submarine Tuesday evening, according 
to reports received last 
ni^ht 
from 


Cork, Ire. David Walker of Baltimore, 
cook, is reported missing with other 
members of the crew. 
Among the survivors were 
Harry 


Richardson of this city and Harry 
Meret or Marritt of Beaver Falls, Pa,, 
members of the crew. They were 13 
hours in a leaky boat before they were 
picked up by a patrol. There were 12 
men in another -boat which is missing. 


The submarine began firing on the 


bark at a range of two miles and con- 
tinued tiring as she drew near the ves- 
sel. Mrs. Frampton. wife of the cap- 
tain, who was on the ship, said on ar- 
rival at 
Cork that 
the submarine 


shelled the ship while the crew was 
taking to the boats. 
"The vessel was hit several times," 


she said "and one shot passed through 
both Bides of the vessel. It was dusk 
when the submarine drew 
alongside 


the Galgorm Castle. 
Though she was 


badly damaged we did not 
see 
her 


sink. Fourteen of us were 13 hours in 
an open boat before we were rescued. 
We had nothing to eat but 
biscuits 


which were soaked with kerosene. The 
rudder was lost and the boat leaked 
badly keeping three men always bail- 
ing. 
The weather was had and the 


sea high. We lost sight of the other 
boat during the night and it is feared 
it was swamped." The Galgorm Castle 
was 1596 tons. 
Other boats reported sunk by 
the 


Germans yesterday were the Marie Jo- 
seph, French schooner of Fecamp, of 
192 tons. She was 
sunk 
Wednesday. 


Paris also reported the sinking of the 
Clan Farquhar, a British steamer of 
5S5S tons, on Monday. The Sjostad, a 
Norwegian steamer of 1155 tons, was 
sunk Wednesday.

Darby," with other paintings, came into the possession of her 
favorite niece, Eugenie Bonheur. Next to the "Horse Fair," which 
is the property of the Metropolitan Museum, this picture is the 
most pretentious of Ronheurs works. 
Few of her paintings bear 


the same broad technique that makes "Old Darby" one of her 
greatest achievements. 


In real life "Old Darby" was a fisherman's horse whose hum- 


hie mission in life was to drag the fish nets into shore near Havre, 
France. 
The artist, always a lover of animals, saw him at his 


work, and both admiring and pitying him in his old age, bought 
him and sent him to Fontainbleau, where she used him for several 
motives. "Old Darby" is truly a labor of love. It is said of Rosa 
Bonheur that her love of horses was as a. mother's love for her 
children, and it was this love that inspired in her that almost 
superhuman 
talent in their portrayal—a talent which stamped 


her as the greatest painter of horses the world has ever known.

The boat is carried on 
a rubber-tired trailer and all automo- 
biles and wagons of the police depart- 
ment will have an attachment at one 


end by which the trailer may be drawn 
through the streets. 


As Immediate action tor the recov- 


ery of the body is of importance, the 
boat has beun equipped with all necec- 
cary paraphernalia. 
The wheels of the trailer are rubber- 


tired. The boat is made to run on iron 
rollers attached ;•-> the trailer and, by 
pressing- a lever, the boat is instantly 
released so that it can be pushed into 
the water. 
Both boat and trailer are 


lettered "City of Lowell." 
The equip- 


ment consists of two sets of oars, ropes 
of different sizes, grappling irons, poles 
15 feet in length and extensions so that 


these poles may be used in 40 feet of 
water if necessary. 
Four hooks' arc 


faslenad to the end or each pole, ami 
there are iron poles and extensions as 
well as wooden ones, the former to be 
used in deep water, especially where 
there is a rapid current. A waterscope 
is carried in the boat to be used in lo- 
cating bodies. 
This scope has three 


powerful electric lamps attached to the 
bottom and connected with batteries in 
the boat. The instrument is to be put 
into use when the water is of consid- 
erable depth and where the location of 
the person falling in may be unknown. 
Rubber blankets, a heavy woolen blan- 


ket and two metal hot water bottles 
are also included In the 
equipment 


Lanterns and other useful articles go 
to make up the kit, as well, and the 
boat is said to be. one 
of the best 


equipped of its kind, not only in Low- 
ell but in the country.

Germany wa.s acquiescing for the pur- 
pose of preserving unbroken an indi- 
rect bond between herself and the'Unit- 
ed States while the other group waa 
convinced that Austria Was asserting 
independence of Germany.

Grew to go to Vienna. She will depart 
tomorrow.

PARIS, 
March — The 
unlnvaded 
departments of France showed a de- 
crease in population of 260,000 in 1915, 
according to complete statistics that 
are not yet official but may be taken 
as approximative. These figures do 
not include the invaded territory, nor 
do they comprise the death losses in 
the army. 


The births and deaths for 77 de- 


partments in 1913 and 1914 and of 76 
departments in 1915 out of a total ot 
86 departments were: 
1913, deaths, 


588,809, births, 604,454; 1914, deaths, 
847,549; births, 594.222; 1915, deaths. 
644,301; births, 352,466. 
The war has 


thus deprived France of a third of its 
average births and added ten per cent, 
to its normal death rate, in addition to 
the killed on the battlefield.

DYESTUFF 
INDUSTRY 


It is reported that the Du Pont Powder company has gone into the 


production of dyestuffs. 
This is good news for the textile industries. It 


requires a strong financial company to make this business a success. 
There is no great mystery in the dye business and already two years o£ 
absolute protection afforded by the war, have given the industry a good 
start in this country. 


It is alleged that in 1916 
the Du Pont company earned over $82,- 


000,000 net in* munitions and that it expended over $60,000,000 in plant 
construction. These plants after the war can be used for the dye in- 
dustry or other branches of the textile arts. 


The American manufacturer of dyestuffs complains bitterly of un- 


fair treatment by the government in the lack of an adequate tariff. 


This is one industry that should receive ample protection. We have 


here all the raw materials needed and, already, the best experts are pro- 
ducing good results. It is very important that every article needed in 
this industry should be amply protected, not for the benefit of any special 
interest, but for that of the American people who have to depend to a 
great extent upon the textile industries, not only for employment, hut for 


ivhat they wear. 


It is time the industries of the United States were independent in the 


matter of dyes. With the fostering care of the government, this enviable 
condition can be attained in a few years so that not only the domestic 
but much of the foreign trade can he supplied from American factories.

PRICE OF COTTON 


According to the Wool and Cotton Reporter, which is regarded as 


an authority on textile matters, the price of cotton is likely to go to 25 
cents per pound before the next crop is ready to harvest. 


Both Germany and England bought heavily of cotton in this country 


and had it stored here awaiting future needs. 
The demand for cotton 


in the war countries is still great, but England's supply is not yet ex- 
hausted. 
It is now believed that domestic producers will he bidding 


against one another for what remains on hand before the new crop 
becomes available. 
In view of the outlook for an abnormal demand 


after the war it is probable that the next crop will he very heavy, a 
fact which will offer another source of prosperity to the planters. 
Those who produce cotton, wool, beef and potatoes in this country for 
the nest few years may expect to make easy money. 


INCREASED CROP PRODUCTION 
It is announced that England is to 


use American tractors to plow up waste 


phrase "other instrumentalities" which 
the president uses i" Ills request to 
congress. The members affect to lie- 


marines. 


That may prevent famine, but it will 


not defeat the submersibles. Already, 
•we presume, some definite plans have 
teen adopted to check the success of 
the submarines in sinking ships, but 
thus far little or nothing has been ac- 
complished, if-we are to judge of the 
number of vessels sent to the bottom. 


The very fact that England takes 


steps to cultivate every square yard o£ 
available land, even to the extent of 
plowing up the public parks, tends to 
show a lack of confidence in the meth- 
ods ot fighting the submersibles.

tion to population, it would be miracu- 
lous if England should become 
self- 


supporting through cultivation of the 
soil. 


The plan is to secure 2000 American 


tractor plows to be equipped 
with 


searchlights so that they can be used 
at night as well as in the day time. 


These would be in the service of the 


government or the director-general of 
food production. 


The tractor plows are to be kept at 


•work 24 hours a day whereas the la- 
borers can work but eight hours a day. 
The time for securing these tractor 
plows is very short if, as is proposed, 
they are tQ.be used in the planting 
of the next season's crops. They should 
be ready for use in England 
before 


March 17 to be of much service; but it 
is not probable that they can be ob- 
tained even in April. If this plan of 
production is to be successful the land 
should -be plowed as soon as the frost 
is out of the ground, which is usually 
in the latter part of March. The plow- 
ing is not in all cases the most im- 
' portant part of the work. War pris- 
oners, men who have been 
invalided 


from the war and Women are to assist 
in the work. 


This announcement certainly indi- 


cates a radical change in England, but 
one to which the people are fully rec- 
onciled as a public necessity and a 
wise precaution against the worst re- 
sult of tho submarine menace. 


STOP THE HAGGLING

Wilson the authority he asks for as 
necessary to place this nation in a 
state of "armed neutrality." That is 
the least aggressive step that the na- 
tion can take at the present time; and 
it is one that has been too long de- 
layed.

The Hifih School Proposition 


Just why any commissioner should 


believe that the new high school is go- 
ing to cost $1,600,000 is not clear to 
many of those conversant 
with 
the 


facts. 
.As Mayor O'Donnell stated 
at 


Tuesday's meeting of 
tho 
municipal 


council at no time have the municipal 
council of 1916, the school committee 


— or the advisory board ever agreed to 


pay so much money for the new build- 
ing, nor have they ever considered any 
contracts which, showed any indication 
of such an 
expenditure. Flans 
were 


prepared by the 
architect and were 


presented to the municipal council, ad- 
visory board and the school committee, 
and the school committee said: ''Hero 
is what we would like to have," but as 
yet nobody has said that they caa have 
them. The plans were drawn and then 
the proposition was to get figures on 
those plans and after receiving tho fig- 
ures to decide whether or not the city 
could afford to follow out the original 
plans, and if it were found that the 
cost of the 
original plans were too 
great for the city's financial capacity 
then the plans would be changed. But 
as yet no figures hayo been submitted 
en those plans and yet a member of 
this year's government, who was not 
in office last year, persists in the state- 
ment that the building is to cost be- 
tween $1,300,000 and $1,600,000, 
based, 


- it is presumed, on the figures of some 
city hall clerk or some outsider who 
probably knows less about the proposi- 
tion than he does. 


The mere fact that a certain amount 


of steel has been purchased does not 
mean that the city is committed to the 
original plans. That 
steel was 
pur- 


chased last year for the 
purpose of 


t-aving the city a large sum of money 
on the purchase of stee± and the steel 
now lying in Kirk street can be sold 
tomorrow by the city for much more 
money than the city paid for it, und 
it can be used on the new building re- 
gardless of what kind of plans -ire 
finally accepted. This talk of the city 
being committed to the construction of 
u building that will cost over one mil- 
lion and a half is 
entirely 
without 


foundation, and causes much amuse- 
ment for those who are familiar with 
the high school situation. 


To Retain Civil Service 


The municipal council closed its bud- 
get without providing any appropria- 
tion for the 
civil 
service registrar, 


which ordinarily would mean that the 
civil service commission will withdraw 
its bureau from Lowell and allow the 
city to go back to tho old system of 
employing 
laboring help. 
But 
the 


three unions composed of 
municipal 


employes want the civil service 
re- 


tained in Lowell, and it is said they 
will send representatives 
before 
the 


commission in Boston requesting- that 
the registrar be not withdrawn. 


Registrar Reynolds has not 
heard 


from the commission since the munici- 
pal council refused the appropriation 
t'oi: his position, but he states that in 
tho event ol' the oiHce being closed and 
the service being withdrawn a public 
announcement of 
the 
fact 
Will 
be 


made. The system was adopted origi- 
nally by the voters at large by means 
of the referendum, after public 
dr.;- 


cussions pro and con. 
After it 
had 


been put into operation th< men who 
wore employed under it were loud in 
their praises of the system as it pro- 
tected UK-HI from the whims of politi- 
cal bosses. Union men everywhere en- 
dorse the system for city laborers, and 
hence the surprise when the triumvi- 
Vate voted aicalrust the 
appropriation 
for the 
registrar 
which practically 
meant; voting against the continuance 
of the system. The three municipal un- 
ions protested against this action in a 
communication to the municipal coun- 
cil but the protest apparently 1ms had 
no 
effect. 
It 
i.s reported 
that 
the 
municipal 
unions would 
glad- 
ly supply the amount of the appro- 
priation which the municipal council 
has denied the registrar in order that 
the cyst em may bo continued, and it 
is understood that 
their representa- 


tives will take up the matter with the 
civil service commission in the imme- 
diate future. "Meanwhile Mr. P. J. Rey- 
nolds, the efficient and courteous rer;- 
sirar, has been performing the duties 
of the office regardless of *'io action 
of the majority of the municipal coun- 
cil. 
He has worked faithfully since

ploy from which he takes his choice. 
No man employed can be discharged 
except the procedure provided under 
the civil service laws is carried out. 
Periodically, a, representative of 
the 


civil service commission comes to town 
and inspects the city pay rolls. If he 
finds any names on the pay rolls that 
are not on the civil service lists, the 
commissioner employing1 such parties 
is notified to discharge them and if he 
fails to do so within a certain length 
of time, he is liable to prosecution by 
the civil service commissioners. 
Re- 


cently, one of the commissioners was 
given until a certain date to got rid 
of a number of employes who 
were 


not on the lists and he obeyed 
tho 


mandate of the state authorities and 
discharged the men mentioned. Once a 
laboring man gets a job under the civ- 
il service he ia sure of holding it as 
long as he performs his work faith- 
fully and while there is any work, re- 
gardless of what changes the different 
city elections may bring about. 
Be- 


fore the coming1 of the civil service, 
laborers depended exclusively upon the 
friendship of 
the 
commissioner in 


power for their livelihood.

general staff, In an interview given to 
the Associated Press. 


In the opinion of Gen. Maurice there 


is little difference between the strat- 
egy followed by the commanders in the 
American Civil war and the strategy 
which governs the great struggle of 
today. 


"Strategy as immutable as time," he 


taid, "is dominating this war as ;t has 
dominated 
all 
other 
conflicts. 
The 


world has long recognized Robert 13. 
Lee as a great general, arid in my opin- 
ion he -was one of the 
dozen 
great 


commanders of history, a place which 
is enhanced rather than dimmed by his 
participation in a lost cause, as success 
pains its own recognition. 
The strat- 


egy of which Gen. Lee was a master 
does not change with time, and in the 
year "001 military leaders will be act- 
Ing on the principles of Napoleon and 
Lee. 


"The men over in the trenches, see- 


ing only a brief and intimate part of 
the actual operations, are inclined to 
assert that the "major 
principles 
of 


warfare have changed but this is true 
only of tactics, which, 
according" 
to 


N'apoleon, change every ten years, a 
period which, had he been alive today, 
he probably would have reduced to five 
yeara. 
This is due to the increase in 


Inventive power over the time when^ 
NTapoleon fought. In the tactics of this 
war are seen three tremendous Innova- 
tions which probably can be placed in 
the following order: First, airplanes; 
second, improved heavy artillery with 
highly explosive shells; third, machine 
guns. In strategy the immutable prob- 
lems of time and space still prevail, 
?nd "were Napoleon or Lee alive today 
the genius which 
made 
them 
great 


would find an outlet. 


"People wonder frequently why. with 


the superior resources in man power 
undoubtedly possessed by 
the 
allies, 


more 
progress 
toward victory is not 


made. 
The reason lies in Lhe form of 


^trate^y which made your Civil war so 
long and enabled Napoleon to keep his 
bark to the. wall BO long when he had 
a coalition of Europe ag-jirist him." 


Lee and Napoleon 


Lee and Napoleon -worked on interior 


lines from a central position, and they 
had the genius to make the best possi- 
ble use of the great advantage this 
gave them. The Germans 
understood 


this .form of strategy so well that even 
in peace times their economic necessi- 
ties are frequently sacrificed to mili- 
tary 
needs. 
In 
their 
transportation 


system alone the result of this policy 
can be scon. Lee and his small army 
held back greatly superior forces for 
four years and there is no reason to 
anticipate, on purely military grounds 
an early collapse of the Germans. 


"f see no indication of what has 


been asserted, that the Germans are 
withdrawing at some places along our 
front because of a desire to force open 
fighting. 
This movement is a- retire- 


ment forced upon them. They do not 
like it any more than we, did when, 
after the second baLtle of Ypre.s we 
had to retire a 
short 
distance 
to 


straighten our line. 
You may be sure 


no army likes to retire and 
therefore 


it is certain that, the Germans will 
mnl;e a determined 
ei'fort somewhere 


to restore their lost-prestige. 
We are 


now merely gathering the fruits of our 
winter operations, the result, of which 
is that from Arras to the Ancre, a sa- 
lient decidedly dangerous to German 
positions has been established. 


"I h;,i ve, no patience with the 
idea. 


that the Germans a CM at the end of 
their fighting resources. They still are 
cajiable of and will put up u atrong 
light. 
From a purely military stand- 


point I see no reason why thn war 
hould not go through another winter, 
but conditions outside
